About six weeks after Td got to 
Bombay, | found myself one of a group, 
alfa bit older than myself, chatting round 
the bar of one of the Clubs. The drinks 
were going round fast, as they did in 
those days wheo prices were low and 

“there was no rationing. Gradually 
the talk turned to shooting, and | listened 
patiently to Jeng winded accounts of 
elephant shooting in Burma, killing tiger 
in the C, P,, black buck and panther and 
8o.0n, until it seemed that my companions 
had managed between them to account 





for enough specimens to stock — the 
London Zoo. 
There was a moment's pause after 


someone had struck the bell to order 
another sound, so | ventured to tell my 
little tale. A very simple one, but a 
memorable day for me, when a wealthy 
cousin had let me stalk and shoot a stay 
om an estate he had leased in Scotland: 


1 thought { was making a ood impres- 


sion ax { deseribed my feelings of triumph 
when, almost dead with fatigue, 1 fired 
and saw the great beast drup. 

“.. and so T managed to get quite 
a nice head,” lended. There was silence 
fora moment, ‘Then, one Ernest Britton 
gave a sarcastic laugh. 

“ Stalking stags in Scotland is a game 
for children,” he said, rather unplea- 
cantly. “If you want @ good day's 
exercise with nothing to show at the end 
of it, try to shoot an ibex. I've always 

+ cansidered that anyone who can show 
his friends an thex head can call himself 
a shot!” 

Others in the party threw in their views 
and the general opinion certainly agreed 
that it wax a test of skill as well as on- 
durance to get near ertough to an thex 
to have a shot, let alone get the head. 

T suppose it was sensitiveness at having 
the ttiumph, of which J was to proud, 
‘treated as something rather infantile 
that made me semember those remarks. 
Whatever it was 1 know that from that 
day the only animal | really wanted to 
shoot was an ibex. 

§ hadn’t been many months in India 
before 1 found that the reference to a 
month's local leave a year in my contract 
wasn’t worth a week-end in Poona in 
actual fact, and my shooting was limited 
to a few birds at are intervals. 

During the years until the outhreak of 
war, I never managed to get more than 
two days out of Bombay and then, just 
when ] was arguing with mysclf whether 
1 would take the leave J'd earned 
in England,“ or spend part of it at Jease 
on a teal shooting expedition, the war 
came, 

I managed to get myself called up so 
the next few years were too busily 
occupied in shooting human beings for 
me to think of my game book. 1944 
found me with the t4th Army and, for 
the first time since I'd lefe England, 
I fell sick. Yes, it was malaria, in spite 
of mepacrine, tumed-down sleeves, nets 
and mosquito. cream! in a way 1 
wasn’t sorry for I'd had a strenuous 
‘time and I felt I'd earned a rest, J got 
a Jong leave to recover my strength and 
some = planters neac ‘Teeata valicy 
offered to put me up for my convalescence. 
1 jumped at the chance and they gave me 
a wonderful time. 

Suddenly, J can’t quite think how, 
I found myself with a fortnight before 
Tinned statt back to my urmit, feeling 
fitter than I'd ever done before, and with 
a burning, determination to shoot an 
ibex, Enquiries showed that there was 
@ thance of onc in the Himalayan foot- 

shill not very faraway. JL started off

with my Hitde party with the sole idea 
of showing Ernest Britton chat getting 
an ibex was simple to a man who'd 
stalked a stag. te partly because 
Emest was on the staff of iny Divisional 
Headquarters, 1 suppose, that 1 so much 
wanted the chance to rub out the stub 
which had rankled for all these years, 

Finally the journey was accomplished 
and the locals reported that ibex were 
within about §,000 feet and a couple of 
miles of my camp, At dawn 1 set out 
with the ofd shikari. 

Some four hours after we had statted 
the shikari told me that we were nearing 
the area so we began to mdve cautiously, 
Then, as ¢ rounded a sharp shoulder 
of rock, 1 caught a glimpse of a brown 
shape about half a mile and two ridges 
away: itwasanibex.  fctook me almost 
ay hour to work my way seund and 
upwards, until 1 crawled over the lip 
of a ridge and saw him standing, side- 
ways on to me, less than goo feet aw 

PH admit } was trembling with excite- 
ment as | slipped my rifle up and aligned 
the sights behind his shoulder. | pressed 
the trigger with a sigh of relief. It was 
a sitting shot and 1 could never have 
lifted my head agata if Pd missed. 

The thex stood without moving fora 
second, ‘Then he leapt: clean into the 
ait and went forward a couple of jumps 
before rolling cut of sight. 1 kdew Lhad 
killed hind and the shikari and Yo ran 
madly over the rough, broken cock 
We had to ge down a couple of hundred 
fect and up nearly as much before we 
got to the ridge where he had been, and 
then we saw him . tying quite still 30 
yards from us. 

‘Vhe relief was so yrreat that F just sat 
down and panted while the shikari started 
work, By wa-time 1 was back in camp 
with my thex head, How | gloated over 
it) T got out my measure and 524 inches 
wasn't a bad trophy fora beginner | 

At the estate they advised me to send 
the head in to Calcutta to. be properly 
cured and mounted. A few days after 
] gen hack to duty, TE got an acknowledg- 
ment from the firm saying that they'd 
carry our the work and then send the 
mounted head t my address in Bombay 
for safe custody until the war was over, 

Although T was itching to kee Ernest 
Britton it was a couple of months before 
J] was near enough to Div, H, Q. to pay 
him a call, To must say that he tok it 
very well, although [ rubbed it in pretty 
hard. However, he refused to stand 
the drink J said he owed me until he'd 
seen the head for himself. 

TP got “ demobhed " towards the end 
of ry45 and went hack to office life a 
litde feluctantly. collected amy kit 
and, apart from some mildew stains and 
one bex where the woolly hears had had 
a feast, it wasn't in bad condition 5 but 
of the ibex head there was no trace. 

Then followed a year’s correspondence 
with the taxidermists, who produced 
evidence that the ‘head had been sent ott 
by rail, and with Railway authorities, 
who at fiest refused to reply, then dented 
all knowledge, ‘he whole time ] was 

rowing more desperate, for Ltnest 
Briteon had been demobilixed soon after 
me, and every me we met he oflered 
me that drink if I'd show him 524 inches 
of ridged and knobbed ihex horn, 
Gradually I began to dread inceting 
him with his pointed remarks about 
Jight-headedness after malaria. Finally 
J acrepted a winter's leave in England, 
largely in order to escape what was 
rapidly becoming nothing less than 
persecution. 

T landed in England on a misty, cold, 
December day and arrived: kume the 
next afternoon. My father welcomed 
me and almost his first words were to 
ask me what the large crate. contained 
which had just arrived, addressed to him 
and marked: =“ Hox found damaged. 
Forwarded to next of kin by MBO,” 

Yes, it was my ibex head, and even if 
TE come out to India by air next month 
my head goes with me. It wil be worth 
a pound an ounce foc excess bagguge

Typos Of Baths 
I have had three main baths made. 
Ons is simple and obvious—it is a latge 
ttery bowl eunk into a lawn. It has 
Been much moro popular since the lip 
became dush with the grass. The second 
ie about three fect high in the scooped-out 
top of an old tree stump, A two-inch 
deep cement basin catches the eye of the 
ssing bird and attendatice has always 
Been most gratifying. A landing strip 
of four-cight inches of tree trank waa 
left around the basin, which gives 
confidence to smaller birds and to parents 
bringing their young on a trial Aight. 
But my pride and delight is the Roc! 
Pool. A former tenant built a hig!

has been converted into a Lido among 
bird baths, It is roughly one foot nine 
inches, wide’ and follows the irregular 
contoura‘of the original bed. The carth 
was dug out and the hollow lined with 
bricks which were cemented over. The 
tops of the encircling bricks were thinly 
cemented, making a wide, natural ledge 
for sunbathing, precning and feather. 
drying and the latest avian gossip. 


Constant Customers 

Gradually each pool attracted its own 
babitms, The humble sunken bowl is 
patronised by mannetless crows, waddling 
pigeons and the icss pemickety doves. 
They always bathe in their drinking 
water and their habits arc far from 
hygienic. The tree stump ig fluttery 
with the smallest birds and ia at 
prettiest when a possc of bulbuls all bob 
down to drink together—orange or red 
vent upended—and they chortle as they 
gargle. I had hy to book the most 
rocberche cliengele Yor the Rock Lido but 
common minas wete seen to ancak in, 
aiid, as the weather got hotter, the social 


bartiexs disappeared and al! the garden 
binds led into the ftee-shaded 
paven, and jostled and squabbled on the 


brick shore Hefore plunging into the cepid 
two to three inches of over-populated 
water. 

There ate cettainly abstainers ‘from 
‘hess garden niceties. Rare birds and 
even familiar migrants seldom overcome 
thiie suspicion of these new-fangled 
amenities and they prefet to drink from 
one of the ever-dripping taps. A few 
impertinent spattows.atill share the dog’s 
cdrinklag bowl by the front door, He 
allows. them and he winks an. eye at the 

 guobieds, but fortunately he bars pigcons 


and crows,

hounds behind when he visited the banks 
of the Thames on that famous occasion 
at Runnymede. In 1507 Edward 1] had 
ta “Otter dogges,”” and Henry VILL is 
said to have had a pack. 

The old style of otter hunting seems 
to have been run on differant lines to 
that of the present day. A couple or 
so of old Southern hounds were used to 
hunt up to the otter on its drag, then their 
services were dispensed with, and a sort 
of glorified rat hunt with terriers was the 
order of the day, Each member of the 
field carried a barbed spear-head on a 
Jong pole, and the aim of the “ parish 
hoys” scerms to have been either to 
thrust or throw the spear at the otter. 
It sounds rather an outlandish type of 
sport to the ears of “1948,” but we who 
enjoy pigsticking are in no position to 
cast Atones. It is stated that the spears 
referred to came in vety handy as an aid 
to vaultin; ever marrow streame and 
runnels. Although T can find nothing 
to suggest such an evolution, it may quite 
prasibly bo that these spears were the 
forerunners of the present .day pole 
carried by cotter hunters, which are 
usually turned out of a straight length 
of ash or cherry and tipped with an iron 
ferrule. It is the practice for otter 
hunters to cut a notch on there poles 
whenever they are present at a kill and 
Thave seen some of them belonging to 
veterans, their whole six fect cuvered 
with notches on every .side. 


The Hound Himeelf 


The history of the otter hound is 
somewhat obscure. Any old hound of 
dog seems to have been entered to utter 
inthe old days. Johnson's “ Sportsman's 
Cyclopaedia’”” — (1830) — says :—"' Otter 
hounds are but litde scen as otter hunting 
has, of late years, been little in fashion.” 
Actually the experts claim that there was 
no ttuc breed of otter hound before 
1880, Duting the Franco-Prussian War, 
the Compte de Conteulx de Canteleu 
sent his whole pack of Nivernais griflons 
to.a Mr. Carnaby Foerster in England. 
‘Yhese griffons were a sough coated type of 
hound somewhat resembling the Welsh 
hound, and when a few years later they 
were crossed with a pure-bred blood- 
hound, it was found that the cross 
sepdily, or rather chore readily, entered 
to otter than hounds normally do, for 
it is a well-known fact that hounds take 
to otter lease kindly of all the legitimate 

tries of the chase. The result of 
this cross was a celebrated stud hound 
galicd “ Boatman,” and it is claimed that 
the descent of most of out pure-bred 
otter hounds ‘of today can be traced to 
his ancestry. 


Provides Good Sport 


a appearance the otter hound is a 
shaggy version of the bloodhound, with 
Jong folded ears, but with less abundance 
of loose skin about the head, dewlap 
and neck, Standing about 25 to 26 
inches, he is most persevering on the tine. 
‘Vhere are very few packs that are com- 
sed entircly of the pure-bred otter 
ound, the Dumfrieshire being one, 
and you will almost invariably find that 
a few foxhounds or even harriers are 
added. Masters of orter hounds say 
thar the introduction of the latter provide 
4a necessary drive that would otherwise 
be Jacking. I have also heard it stated 
that otter hounds are unpopular ap they 
ate apt to catch cold, owing to the fact 
that the water remains in their long 
tough coats for hours after they have 
finished hunting, whereas a smooth 
coated hound dries off fairly quickly. 


Provided that hounds are allowed to 
do the work and that the huntsman 
does not rely too much upon the field 
tu form “stickles ” across the streams 
{a system whereby the field stand in the 
stream making a chain or barrier with 
their poles, in order to head the otter

The Musk Deer ess 


By BR. E. Tancred 


HIS little animal would probably 
have been left undisturbed to 
live a life of peace and quietness 

in its native forests Bae for the celebrated 
perfume with which nature has provided 
Me 

Musk is known in all the civilised 
countries of the world, yet little perhaps 
ia known of the nature and habits of the 
anima) that produces it, 

All along the slopes of the Himalayas, 
at elevations above 8,000 feet, Where the 
hills are covered with forest, the Musk 
Deer will be fovad, but particularly in 
those regions near the snows, Nowa- 
daya ic is rarely scen, and its retiring and 
solitary habits make it appear even rarer, 
Two are seldom seen in company, even in 
the season. 


Extremely Retiring 

Nocturfial in habit, the Musk Deer 
selects a secluded» place where it will 
stay for years and, perhaps, a lifetime, 
AF Yeft unmolested. These little creatures 
move about very hesitatingly, and will 
stop every now and then and hiss, Once 
disturbed, however, they will leap into 
the air, all four legs leaving the ground 
toyether, clearing bushes and obstacles 
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in their stride, It is a very sure-footed 
animal, and let no one imagine that it 
can be comered if driven towards a 
precipitous hillside, 

The Musk Deer rarely stands more 
than 20 iaches at the shoulder, It 
weighs 20 pounds and carries a long 
sharp pair of canine teeth, The cars 
are long and are kept erect. In winter, 
the brownish-grey coat turns almost 
white, and in texture, it is coarse and 
brirtle-haired. ‘The legs are slender end, 
in proportion to the size of the deer, 
they appeac to be on the long side. 


Only In Males 

The musk is found only in adult 
males, the pod being situated near the 
oavel. It 1s composed of several layers 
of skin in between which the musk ie 
stored. Mask is ranulas, the grains 
attaining the size of single grain pellets. 
When first taken from the pod, the musk 
is of a brownish-red colour, but on 
removal and exposure it turns black. 
Sometimes, the pod will be full to its 
two ounce capacity, at other times it will 
be void, so tt is probable that musk is 
discharged at certain seasons and re- 
produced at others, 


The stslking of Musk Deer is not 
necessary. When come upon, they will 
stand perfectly scill and, occasionally, 
allow one to tire off as many as three or 
four rounds before dashing away. 
Deer can be beaten very casily, but too 
much noise should he avoided. When 
wounded, it is easily tracked as it 
invariably blecds profusely.

and may not be shot without the 
issue of 2 special permit. But panther, 
pine martins and even eagles take their 
toll, though one point tu note is that no 
animal or insect or bird will ever touch 
the musk pod ; it is lef severely alone, 
The record tusk measured 4 inches, 
but 1 think that those who hunt this 
creature are more coneetned about the 
quantity of mask the pod will yield.

The Ooty 
Hunt 


By R. Dorai Rajan 


HE celebrated Ootacamund Hunt, 

the future of which was causing 

great concern to all its supporters, 
is “to: continue its activities for an 
indefinite periud ax long as there was 
co-operation from the public and the 
members,” This decision was teached 
at an extraordinary meeting of the Hunt 
Club, which was presided over by Sir 
Archibald Nye, Governor of Madras, who 
is very interested in its continuance, 

Like many other institutions created 
by the British, the existence of the Oory 
Hunt was threatened by the departure of 
most of its supporters. | ‘The news that its 
activities will be continued and will be 
welcomed by hunting enthusiasts all 
over India, 

‘This Hunt, which is 102 years old, 
celebrated its centenary in May 1943, 
and owes its present position to the 
enthnsiasm and hard work of hunting 
celebrities like Sir George Meyrick, one 
time Master of the New Forest, Captain 
Godfrey Heseltine (1906 to 1919) of the 
Carabinesrs, Cot. Dennistoun, the Lawley 


brothers, who were Governors of 
Madras, Lord Willingdon, Mr. C, L, 
Greig, Lady Gasson and Mr. J. F. Smail, 

Although the Hunt was in existence 
from 1835, ten years after Ootacamund 
was founded by John Sullivan, the Hunt 
Clab, as also the Kennels, came into 
existence as late as 1907. 

Oatacamund was at first considercd 
absolutely unsuitable for hunting by the 
second Master, Lt. Mostyn Owen, duc 
fo the steep hills and the swamps in which 
huntsmen, hones and hounds often got

bogged, In spite of these drawbacks, 
the Ootacamund Hunt eventually hecame 
famous throughout the world 
Originally sambur, jungle sheep and 
tiger were hunted with hounds by the 
military officers stationed at Wellington, 
who came to Ooty for the purpose, but 
by 1859, during the time of Captain the 
Hon. J. Colburne of the 4nd Battalion 
of the Goth Rifles, ic waa changed into a 
regular hunt. 

Next, Col. Robert Jago, 1878-1887, 
with Mr, Schmidt, cook a Icading part 
in building up the Hunt, while Sir 
Arthur Lawley, Governor of Madras, 
with the help of his brother and Military 
Scerctary, Col, the Hon. R. ‘T. Lawley, 
as Master, took a keen interest in the Huat 
which made great strides. In 1892, 
Col. Lawley presented the Hunt Cup for 
the Point-to-Point Races, and won it 
twice himself, while Sir Arthur Lawley 
won the Hunt Cup in 390%, a memorable 
feat never repeated by a Governor of 
Madras, 








Personalities 


With Captain G. Meyrick, afterwards 
Sir George Meyrick, 1gt2-13, as Muster, 
‘the most jack in any season up to date’ 
were killed. By the end of ryog seventy 
miles of rides and paved crossing were 
completed and the Hunt made perfect. 
During Lord Willingdon's Mastership, 
the pack was strengthened by large dratts 
from Eingland. With Mr. Charlie Greig 
as Master for 12 years, 1917-1928, the 
Mfunt witnessed a Jong and continuous 
period of prosperity. His ideas on 
hunting were sound and wete based on 
knowledge acquired in his youth on 
Exmoor, ‘I'he first lady Master was 
Mra. Currie (1928) and the second, Lady 
Gasson 1939-1943. In ig4g Me. J. Fy 
Smail, who won the Hunt Cup five tines, 
became Master and the Hunt consisted 
of about 300 officers on leave tin a 
marvellous assortment of clothes I" 

‘There have been at least two fatal 
accidents in these 100 years of existence 
of the Ooty Hunt. led Lawley, the 
only sun of Vord Wenlock, was killed by 
his heaten horse falling on him in the 
Yernakkal ditch, while another fatal 
accident in the hunting (icld was that of 
Mr. C. A, Mackenzie, who had for many 
years been a keco follower. 

A comic incident occurred in October 
1918 when the hunted jack was tited upon 
with a revolver by a Russian General out 
to sce sport on foot! Happily neither 
jack, hounds nor huntsmen were the 
worse for this well meant effort at 
assistance. 

The Wenlock Downs, the hunting, 
country named afler Lord Wenlock, a 
Bteat suppurter of the Hunt, consisting of 
50 acres of rolling downs interspersed 
with ravines at a height of approxi- 
mately 7,500 fect, cast a spell over many 
who see them, and delight those 
who ride over them. ‘I'he experience of 
galloping for miles over a mauve carpet 
of strobilandthus is a thrill only to be 
found in Ootacamund. ‘The downs have 
been declared a National Park and the 
present Government intends to preserve 
permanently its natural grandeur and 
beauty.

HE best plece of fiction that has 
come my way recently is Patrick 
Hamilton's The Slaves of Nolitwde 

(Constable, 9s. 6d.). This is a superb 

analysis of the wordid-~the psycho- 

logically es opposed to the physically 
sordid, Readers may remember Mr, 

Harilton’s playa, Rope and Gaslight, 

which were grim studics in the macabre, 

and his brilliant novel on a schizophrenic 
theme-—-Hangover Square. His new book 
ia some respecte surpasses these in mastery 
of treatment and sustainment of interest. 


The Slaves of Softtude may be termed a 
war novel in so far as the action takes 
place during the recent war, and the 
fesultant atmosphere and. its accumulative 
effects on the characters comprise the main 
motif of the tale. The setting is a« 
boarding-house, “The Rosamund Tea 
Rooms," in a Thames-side town, and 
moat of the action occurs in the atill, 
grey, winter-gripped dining-room where 
the gucats ‘* crawl in one by one, mutter- 
ing little requests to pass the salt, occa- 
sionally modestly cough of blow their 
noses, sit, cat, wait, eat, Bit, and at last 
craw) out again, one by one.” Tt is a 
tour de force on Mr. Hamilton’s part that 
he bas succeeded in making this circum- 
scribed space the focal point of his 
intensely dramatic story of deep revulsion 
and unquenchable hatred, of paycho- 
logical accidents, crrors and complications 
which govern the destinies of his 
characters, 

Here we have Miss Roach, his pivotal 
personality, a spinster eclose upon 4o 
with the “ complexion of a farmer’s wife 
and the face of a bird.” She is succinctly 
and remorselessly described as“ flat- 
chested, a former schoolntistress, the 
daughter of a dentist.” 


Taunts And Matice 

The stars—and Mr, 
against Miss — Raach, elderly 
Edwardian Mr. ‘Thwa sa tremendous 
character. in the bloom of his powerful 
dotage, he is the bully of the hoarding: 
house, cruct, harsh, stupid and inconsi- 
derate. He is a lifelong pager and 
tagger of servants aod old women, a 
braggart in small places, and = Mr. 
Hamilton renders his cheap sarcusm and 
his insuflerably old-fashioned and elliptic 
attempts at humour, with a most dis- 
cerning exactitude. It is clear that 
Mr. ‘Thwaites is a case of arrested 
development; he is still the achoulboy 
bully at heart and is perhaps deserving of 
a degree of pity in his predicament 

Miss Roach is made miserable by hig 
reiterated taunts. She secks sanctuary 
periodically at the local pub, where a 
flabhily bibulous, oversexed Yankee 
lieutenant imposes his company and his 
facile affections upon her, 

The story deepens with the advent of 
Vicki Kugelnann, a Geeman girl, whom 
Miss Roach has befriended and who 
eventually comes to live at the boarding- 
house. Vicki is latently a Nazi, in spite 
of 19 years’ residence in England. At 
the age of 38, she is a backwash from the 
shoer-skirted, clachc-hattcd days of the 
early twenties, Her phraseology is 
outtnoded, and her sex-wary heartiness 
causes Miss Roach to shudder. 


Bur she manages 1 captivate both 
Mr. ‘Thwaites and the American 
lieutenant, and by devious maleficent 
methods poisons them both  ayainst 
“Roachy, that prim English Miss.” 


The action pains crescendo in a series 
of amusing bottle-partics given by the 
inconsequential Hicutenant, But the vagt 
horror of this absorbing story is drawn 
from the infinitely petty apistence at 
the boarding-house, ‘he — meal-time 
conversations of the odd half-dozen 
inmates are minutely true to life. Mr. 
Hamilton’s humorous couches are deft. 

1 fec} that if readers can pity Miss Roach 
and dislike the Germnan gitl and the 
elderly bully as much as 1 did, they will 
appreciate this very clever and intriguing

The author was a British 
Warrant Officer, and his record is one of 
the best and most worthwhile accounts 
T have read of this nightmarish period, 
As Siam came prominently into my kea 
when I was an Intelligence Officer in the 
Indian Army, I found Hastain’s personal 
account of conditions there, during the 
building of the Hell Railway from Siam 
to Barma, of intense interest. Te is an 
extremely accurate record, for it free 
quently tallies in the moat minor details 
with what were formerly top secret 
Information reports; 1 can well 
remember the consternation ar G.H.Q., 
S.E.A.C,, when it was found that our, 
bombers in destroying a strategic bridge 
near Nong Pladuk, west of Bangkok, 
had also wiped out many British and 
Australian prisoners of war. Hastain 
was nt this camp and he vividly describes 
the setting and makes one fully rcalise 
that the “faith, will, character, and the 
tencta of our race were our arms and our 
ammunition.” 


splendour, is not really beautiful but 
mertly ftampant, ungovernable and 
distraught. Knd he has a remarkabl 
sound grasp of character, Although 
spent kix years in Slam and am intimately 
acquainted with several of the country

Tales Of Fantasy

la White Coolie the Japanese come off 
comperatively lightly. As Llastain points 
out, their peculiarities for physical 
torment were nothing compared with the 
iungle’s rack; storms, floods, malaria, 
cholera, dyaent dipbtheris-—strange 
ils and cruel deaths—-were alwaya round 
the corner. There was little to be found, 
in the Nips’ favour, but curiously enough 
Hastain, again and again, draws the 
readers’ attention to the better type of 
Jap and the kind deeds—and chere were a 
number of them—done by Jap officers 
and actually by Korean guatds, whose 
reputation as “being, even harsher and 
more bestial than their cousins from 
Nippon was fully borne out by the War 
Crimes investigators in 1946. My own 
expericnce of the Japanese surtendered 
personnel in Malaya and Siam from 
August 1945 until November 1946 was 
that they were model in discipline and 
most helpful in their days of defeat, In 
their days of victory the dreaded Kempei 
Tai and the lust-ridden lower ranks were 
cleatly responsible for much of their 
ill-reputation, The senior officers were 
as often as not clean-living, conscientious 
individuals whose occasional medical 
kindnesses in the Siamese jungle were not 
always the result of a practical wisdom 
but may have had a humane basis as well. 


‘* Give The Devil... ”’ 

That good Japs existed amongat the 
soulless, bovine masses is stressed in 
many parts of this book. Ilastain has a 
wonderful cye for detai! and illuminative 
incident. He realises that the equatorial 
forest, in spite of its wild majesty and 


his short storics, which are raimented 
with a blaze of intellectual foppery and 
shrouded painstakingly with  crudite 
pleasantrics, . 

‘In one of the five tales in bis new book 
~-Sealthin Tronsers (Rupert Hart-Davis, 
$s. 6d.)—he alludes to the “felicity of 
phrase, of rhyme and arrangement ” 
which the sight of food arouses in the 
breast of one of his characters, the fat 
Swedish poet, Folander-—'' He was most 
nobly moved by smoked salmon, and 
when he slipped a delicate sharp knife 
into the fat breast of a well-roasted 
blackcock, and saw the tenderness 
within, his voice cried like Queen 
Dido when Acneas sailed away, for at 
that moment he beheld the transience 
of life that makes it so dear and 
dreadful.”"—-Fat Folander, who saw 
in smorgasbord the “ bright armoury of 
fishes, the patina of reindeer meat.” 

All this felicity of phrase is, of course, 
Mr, Linklater’s own capecial gift. It 
occurs tepeatedly in these five 
well-wrought fanciful tales, three of 
which have a markedly Norse flavour, 
‘These exude an atmosphere which is 
brittle and glowing and reminiscent of the 
long insomniac dinavian summer 
nights. One of Mr. Linklater’s early 
books, Wire Man's Sage, had this soft, 
mellifuous perfection of scting and 
poetry of statement, This magic gocs 
much deeper and. carties a fur greater 
degree of conviction than Barrie ever 
achieved in his other-wordly whimsics. 

A resplendent wit accompanice the 
fantasy which forms # recurrent pattern 
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in several of the storica. “The Goose 
Girl” and “ Scalskin Trousers "* are 
weird narratives with a sexual slant which 
may be caviat to a wide section of the 
reading public. The soldier who returns 
from the war to marry Lydia, the goose 
itl, and is confronted with a Toda. 
ike problem, finds himself as baftied xs 
many readers are likely to be. ‘There is a- 
sizeable portion of irrclevancy in this 
tale~-one hesitates to apply the term 
“ padding " to Mr. Linklater's sensuous 
discursivencss—but the narrative forma 
an effective whole (1D, H. Lawrence would 


have relished this theme). 


“Sealskin Trousers” is equally 
effective if you can bring yourself 
to believe in the sophisticated scal-man 
who becomes a Master of Arts of 
Edinburgh University and eventually 
abducts a girl graduate to the green 
haddock-filled depths as his soul or ¢eal- 
mate, She, after a little manipulation of 
the anterior and terior. Ice es in her 

twit land, is likely to be the prettiest 
veal eer een Shetland “and the Seilys ! 


There is, of course, a basig for this 
fantastic tale in the Celtic belief that 
seals from time to time have taken human 
shape, and, though one’s credulity may 
be unduly strained, Mr. Linklater makes 
a delightfully original coats out of thid 
old wives’ tale. 


In “Joy as it Plies "—a gossamer type 
of Jove story-—he has caught to a nicety 
the codological (or'blarneytied !) spirit of 
Dublin, (Maybe the infection has spread 
to his pen, for a surtcit of airy persifiage 
riermeates the tepartce of his lovelorn 
duc here !) 


But all these five tales are engaging and 
stimulating, and the wood engravings by 
Joan Hassall cleverly embody the spirit 
of Mr, Linklater’s fantastical quill, which 
ts more often than not half way to the 
world of dream, 


Youthful Prodigy 


After reading Miss Catherine Gaskin’s 
This Other Eden (Collins, 9s. 6d.) I was 
reminded of Dr. Johnson’s comment to 
Boswell concerning the antics of a she-dag 
which had just performed the cake-wall 
in a Holborn booth, 


“The wonder is not that she should 
do it well,” said the worthy Doctor, 
“ buc that she should do it at,all.” 


Miss Gaskin, an Australian, wrote this 
novel at the age of 16, It was a matutinal 
performance, for she rose at four in the 
morning and worked at it till ic was time 
to go off to school. After the book 
was published, Miss Gaskin was acclaimed 
as Australia’s prodigy and became & 
literary lion-cub in’ the salons of 
Melbourne and Sydney. 


Though I personally feel that Miss 
Gaskin could have more profitably spent 
those carly moming houra in sound 
virginal sleep, I think it only fair to quote 
one of the Australian reviewers : 


“The story has everything a forei 
background, both low life and high lite, 
tenements and stately homes, beautiful 
women and distinguished men, a dash-of 
disillusion, a spot of nobility “and 
patriotism, a dusting of heartbreak and 
tragedy, a soupeon of sex. The author 
goes to it bone straight, with a minimum 
of descriptive fluf, a maximum of 
dialogue, and a magnificent flair for 
leaving out all the bits that don’t get the 
natrative anywhere.” 


It is a “* completely adult story” set in 
various strata of society in England and

Homes—With 
A Difference 


By Robert Parker 


HE, acute housing shortage is 

causing desperate house-hunters 

to adopt many unusual expedients 
to provide themselves with . homes. 
Landing.craft, yachts and barges have 
been converted into floating srcsidences 
in many parts of England, and quite 
large vessels. have heen transported from 
their natural clement and “ moored" 
in fields to provide shelter for families 
until something better can be found. 


In the past railway coaches Have often 
heen ‘ied ak dwelling houses and a rail- 
way employee recently bought and 
poaveriod: an uousually elegant one. It 
was built 50 years ago by the London, 
Tilbury and Southend Railway for use 
by the company’s directors, ‘The rooms 
are all panclled with inlaid mahogany, 
and its present occupants have a living- 
room 12 feet by 9 feet, two bedrooms, 
a bathroom with a full-size bath, and a 
kitchen equipped with an electric cooker, 
aink, table and cupboards. 

Even railway stations are being used 
as residences. ‘The L.M.S. bas recently 
altered three disused stations in Glasgow 
for use by their employees and their 
families, and several families now 
exchange morming greetings with their 
neighbours across two scts of milwa: 
lines, - 

Motor buses, alsa, are frequently 
used to provide living accommodation, 
and they can be turned into very com 
fortable and convenient dwellings, One, 
an ould 32-seater single-decker, appro- 
priately christened ‘‘ Lilliput,” is parked 
on a disused golf course at Bramshot, 
Hants, The owner, an R.A.F, officer, 
paid only £75 for the vehicle, but spent 

400 in converting it into a home. 

2 hp. engine drives an clectric gene- 
rator, und there is also e nelf-stoking 
anthracite stove in the lounge. This 
stave provides hot water for the bath, 


Anything Will Do 


Romantic and unusual surroundings 
are sometimes sufficient compensation 
for some of the inconveniences 
inseparable from make-shift homes, and 
there is a lively interest in windmills 
at the present time. ‘They seldom 
make very _aatisfactory dwellings, 
however, as they are usually infested 
with rats and mice, and the round, 
tapering rooms make furnishing very 
difficult unless special pieces are made 
to fit, There is seldom space, also, 
for more than one toom on each Algor, 
which means a common staircase leading’ 
from one room to the next. 

In America, the housing situation is 
as bad as it is in England, and one 
ingenious house-secker recently hit upon 
the idea of cngaging a private detective 
to find him accommodation, A young 
American couple also advertised not 
lang ago that Wes were prepared to take 
any haunted house or apartment available 
at a reasonable rent. 

At Minneapolis, a martied couple have 
made their home in a large doll’s house, 
built 43 years ago for a child of wealthy 
parents. They are reported to be very 
comfortable, and theit only complaint 
is that the bath is 3’-6" long, 


Again, in Ornaha, a man’ advertised 
that he wes prepared to let or sell his 
refrigerator—7 feet by 17 feet—for use 
as a home, and in New York a. female 
midget was found comfortably instal 
in a telephone booth. Equipped wit 
& stock of food, a stove, & stool and an 
alatm clock, she was prepared’ for an 
indefinite stay |

was that in which an ish girl, was

LL good things come to an end 
sometitne, and it is a sad fact, 
even if it is not a surprising one, 
that this is to be the Delhi Hunt's last 
season.

and there is nothing worse than trying 
to kill a jack with an unsteady pack. 
The present satisfactory state of affairs 
has meant hours and hours of work 
for the Master and the Hunt staff in 
kennel, as well as regular hound exercise, 
both during and out of season, It is a 
plese to see how such diligence hes 

cen rewarded, since hounds look to 
the Master and fly to @ touch of his horn, 

But the riotous state of the pack was 
by no means the only difficulty that has 
faced it recently; there have been ad- 
ministrative troubles of no mean order. 
Before the war hounds were summered 
in Simla, which was a most satisfactory 
arrangement. However, during the war, 
it was found impossible to do this, and 
hounds, previously kennelled on the 
plains by the old magazine in Old Delhi, 
were brought by the Lady Doreen Hope, 
the then ter, to the Viceroy’s House 
and were installed in the stable yard 
there. H. EB, the Governor-General has 
kindly allowed hounds to remain, and 
with the help of an extremely efficient 
desert cooler, they stay there throughout 
the year, Simla docs noc seem tu 
maltsed much and hounds have summered 
well. 


The Crucial Time 


Probably one of the most important 
periods of the year, upon which all 
ensuing sport is lable to depend, is the 
two months that immediately precede 
the opening meet, Road work and 
exercise are the main items. New 
Dethi is not a good place for road work, 
All the highways and byeways seem 
to teem with jackal, and it is the easiest 
thing possible for hounds to slip away 
before they can be stopped. Time is 
short and the Hunt staff cannot risk the 
trial of being out all day locking for 
hounds ia peoples’ gardens, Most of 
the exercise therefore is carried out on 
the race course, But even taking hounds 
out of kennel had disadvantages to those 
who had to be in office by 2 specified 
time, for the over zealous sentrics, 
around Government House, — whilsr 
having no objection to letting hounds 
oh exercise out of the Government 
House compound, had a most rooted 
objection to letting them back again, 
and, in apite of pleadings, entreatics and 
indeed almost tears, would on no account 
allow them to rectum without a pass! 
Naturally nobody had a pass, so on many 
occasions it was a case of ‘* What! 
Late again, Cuthbert |--I really foel that 
T ought to refer the matter to higher 
authority this time—.” 


Succensfal Struggle 

All these trials have been well worth 
ict, and’ the Master certainly ought to 
feel proud of his hounds, for the sport 
during December could hardly have 
been bettered. Although the Delhi 
country is not a dificult one to cross, a 
few irrigation canals and waterways 
being the only obatacles of a fearsome 
nature, it is not an casy onc to hunt. 
It is crammed full of riot of every des- 
cription, and black buck, which abound, 
are a great nuisance, The presence of so 
many herds of black buck is probably 
due to the lack of petrol and uminunition 
for would-be shikaris. Many a good 
hunt has been tuined by them as it is 
well known that hounds prefer the, scent 
of “haunch” to anything else, and on 
countless occasions the Master has had 
the irritation of having a sinking jack 
in front of the pack, with every prospect 
of bowling him over, when suddenly 
black buck have crossed the line causing 
hounds to change on to them, allowing 
the jack to escape. Such occurrences 
woidable, and cast no reflections

But sport this season must as a w 
have been well above ie average, 
devastating floods, as they were ibed 


in the. newspapass, which occusred in 


September and October, have helped to 
muke the country carry more scent 
than it isn ly wont to at the begi- 
anning of the'season. Much of the land lay 
water-logged at the outeet and the rest 
of the land was pacticularly holding to 
ride over, but such conditions suited

January t1th will long be remembered 
by those who were fortunate cnough 
to be hunting on that day, Hounds 
met at the seventh milestone on the 
Rohtak toad. A jack was put away from 
the brick kilns hard by the mect, and 
was eventually killed after an hour and 
23 minutes, having take hounds cight 
and a half miles as they ran,

The Prophet Of Social 





Justice 
BELON to a peneration 
of Indians who entered lite 
as rebels against Mahatma 


Gandhi and his ideas. imbued 
with a philosophy that was differ- 
ent from his, and moved by 
impatience with social injustices, 
many of us of that generation 
entered public life as rebels against 
Gandhiji’s thoughts and ideas. 
We regarded the charka as the 
symbol of a primitive life, and 
village industries as antediluvian, 
We thought that Truth and Non- 
violence were not only irrelevant 
but even obstructive to social 
progress and social revolution, 
We thought Gandhiji had already 
performed whatever progressive 
tole he had to play in history by 
the time we arrived on the scene | 
‘Two decades have passed since 
then and, as the years have rolled 
by, more and more of us have 
become aware that it was not 
Gandhiji who was out of date but 
it was we who had failed to realis 
the way in which he had se 
the needs of this era while we were 
still mouthing the sloyans of 
the nineteenth century, We have 
come to realise the tremendous 
contributions he has made to 
political, social and economic 
thought, to appreciate the stress 
he has laid on the decentralisation 
and distribution of political and 
economic power so that the low- 
liest in our country may participate 
init, We have come to realise the 
need for moral values as we have 
seen the Europe that we so admired 
devastated by two world wars and 
faced with totalitarian tyranny, 
and we have turned to Gandhi 
mote and more as the prophet of 
social justice, We have realised 
that he was ages ahead of his time, 
and we bow before him as the 
rreatest. socialist of us all, as a 
sertcs revolutionary than anyone 
cle in our time. We came to 
scoff but we have remained to pray. 








Six months ago, when a group 
of unruly young men broke into 
Gandhiji’s abode in Calcutta, I 
permitted mysclf in Poona, when 
addressing a gathering of young 
men there, to express my mispiving. 
that we seemed to be qualifying 
to go down in history execrated 
with those who had crucified 
Christ. To eur misfortune, those 
fears have become a grim fact. 
Ie was from that same distant city 
of Poona that came the hand to 
strike the blow. 


Like Abraham Lincoln, our 
great leader has leit us, but only 
after he had piloted and guided us 
to that prime goal which we had 
set before ourselves. His message 
will live long beyond the intentions 
of those who have tned to silence 
him, and the misereant can only 
go down to posterity, in the phrase 
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the poet Shelley used to describe 
the scribe who drove Keats to 
his early grave, as a “‘ noteless 
blor on a remembered name.” 
The Prime Minister has admitted 
how he on his part has felt ashamed 
at the failure of the Government 
which he represents. If the rest 
of us, however, were to feel we 
were guiltless, we would be doing 
less than justice to ourselves or to 
Gandhiji, because to the measure 
that we have allowed the poison of 
hatred and violence and religivus 
bigotry to spread in this country 
in the Jast six months, each one 
of us has been guilty also. We 
have all been guilty of acts of 
commission of Of omission. 


We kept silent when we should 
havg raised our voices in protest. 
We may nov have justified what 
has happened, but too many of 
us have made excuses. We have 
connived at and condoned violence 





ot 





and hatred, ard we have now tasted 
the bitter fruit. 


One would like to dare to hope 
that Gandhiji’s martyrdom may 
prove a turning point that may 
shock the conscience of those who 
have allowed themselves to be 
misled by the false prophets of 
religious bigotry, and that in 
death we may follow Gandhiji 
more loyally than we followed him 
in the last stages of his life. That 
is our only hope. If India is to 
follow the path of militarism, of 
racial chauvinism and religious 
bigotry, then she is lost. If we 
wish to emerge as a progressive, 
democratic and peace-loving 
nation, a loyal member of the 
United Nations, now more than 
ever before is the time for the 
sons and daughters of India to 
rally to Gandhiji’s message. “Few 
can be Gandhis,” writes Louis 
Fischer, a faithful interpreter of 


the Mahatma, in his recent book 
Gandhi and Stalin, *‘ put one touch 
of Gandhi in each of us would add 
up to enough moral strength to 
defeat all the Stalins, and all the 
so per cent Stalins and Hitlers, 
and the 10 per cent and 20 per cent 
Stalins and Hitlers who dwell in 
the democracies and detract from 
the purity of democracy.” 


Here is a suggestion that 
Gandhiji has often made which 
may help us in India today to 
face the tasks that lie before 
us in the spirit that he would 
have liked us to possess. Let us 
remember those words of his 
and, both collectively as a nation 
and individually, stop finding fault 
with others and do as he has 
suggested: “Turn the scarchlight 
inward.”

Stalking 
Wild Life 


By N. WH. LL. 


YOUNG friend was complaining 

that stalking was the monotonous 

side of shooting or photography 
in Indian forests, ‘ Walk, walk, and 
perspire,” said he, “and never a thing 
to be seen,” To start with, it docs seem 
like that, but a little parrence and practice, 
and the forest at the correct time is a 
teeming world. 

Generally most young nicn’s initial 
attempts at stalking are disappointing ; 
he bears movement, perhaps scea the 
flag-ends of retreating deer, but is rarely 
able to witness exciting jungle incidents 
such as the bull bison pawing the carth, 
of a tiger killing, 


The Way You Go About It 

Probably successful stalking and track- 
ing ig a matter of temperament, because 
there are “griffins” who can, and 
“ griffins” who cannot, There arc those 
with natural powers of observation and 
patience who quickly develop a keen sense 
of jungle jore. ‘There are also experts, 
young or old, often with a stereotyped 
book-knowledge of wild life ; a perfectly 
good shot, at clay-pigeons or from a 
machen, they scrambic about in a furest 
scemingly with a wrapper round their 
eyes, complaining of clituck. In this 


category fall many men with years on 
forest experience who cannot master the 
patience to become good stalkers or 
photographers. 

Carnivora are gifted by Nature to stalk 
their prey; a keen sense of hearing and 
sight permit them to rely on stealth and 
noiselessness. They have to strain eve: 
nerve for food and existence, and a 
other animals, knowing their ruthlessness, 
are constantly on the watch for stealthy 
movements, chus the approaching sound 
of soft pressure on leaves in the silence 
of the forest puts all animals on their 
guard, 

It is easy to understand therefore 
why «a human being, cxposed and 
upright, out of his clement in the forest, 
must make a clumsy show if he attempts 
to emulate the tiger. But the intelligence 
of man harnessed to the method of the 
animal ensures interesting stalking. 

Most novices cither walk at a normal 
pace or with exaggerated stealth in their 
attempts, ‘The result is that they are 
seen, scented, and taken stock of Jong 
before they even realise that animals have 
been furking near them, ‘The golden 
tule for successful stalking and photo- 
geaphy would be, therefore, to avoid, 
fratly, any quick movement and, secondly, 
any stealthy movement. 


Walk Aimlessty 

Most Indian forests ate full of trees 
of a deciduous nature, so that for cight 
months of the ycar the earth is a carpet 
of leaves, Over this surface it is impos- 
sible for an animal, much leas a human

being, to walk without sound, and no 
animal makes undue noise unless it bas 
been frightened. 

‘Therefore the best method of stalking 
would be to walk aimlessly with motion- 
less pauses, alert to sound and movement. 
At first the various sounds in a forest 
are confusing and tend to make the 
“ griffin” develop too great a caution, 
with disappointing results, 

Watch a herd of deer grazing. There 
is nothing hurricd or noiseless in their 
movements, Every little while a member 
of the herd raises its head, and pricks 
its ears for any sound or sign of danger. 
Their advance ia very slow ~~-hardly more 
than half a mile an hour, But allow a 
twig to snap, followed by silence, and 
then a leaf tu crackle ominously, and the 
whole herd forms a phalanx of alertness 
blending harmoniously with the back- 
ground, And, of course, a continuous 
rustling movement like a man walking 
sends them scuttling to safety before the 
tracker has even seen them. 

Sound carries to great distances in the 
silence of the forest, and all animals 
can recognise the clumsiness of man. 
They slip away casily and soundlessly, 
find the inexperienced stalker imagines 
he ia travelling in an cmpty forest. It 
ig surprising bow many enimals and 
birds be wild encounter if he will imitate 
ihe speed and style of « grazing hetd of 

leer. 

It is admittedly difficult to stalk in a 
forest allowed no recess by shooting

ECEIPT ‘of six children’s books 
has caused me to ineditate on this 
pe of literary fare.

NE of the most widely read 
novels of the winter publishing 
svasoo is The Perple Plain hy 1. BE, 

Bates (Michael Joseph, Ra. 6). It had 
the distincrian of being chosen in Decem- 
her 1947 as the Book of the Month by 
the Book Society in London, and it was 
selected fora similar award by the Literacy 
Guild of America, which ensured for it 
«sale of half a million copies. 

J have followed Mr, Baten’ carect as an 
author for over 20 years. In his early 
days he charmed readers by his delicate 
short stories, and it was in this genre that 
he made his reputation. Mr. Sean 
O'Faolain bas summed up those carty 
works to a niccty, Those lyrical tales— 
he says—remain in the grateful memory 
as “images of young girls in white 
dresses, picking cherties in the twilight, 
and heavy hay-wains rumbling) down 
country lanes.” They were of exquisite 
workmanship. A critic once aptly des- 
ctihed D. I. Lawrence’s sentences as 
“coilag like golden serpents ;” another 
as aptly referred to Edith Sitwell as 
“melting words with her lute of amber,” 


Mr. Bates, however,  ovcasionall

A Clever Craftsman 

Why, then, should The Purple Plain, 
which hag been acclaimed throughout 
two continents, leave me comparatively 
unmoved?

The firse was 
Jungle Diary, by a young army officer who 
was parachuted with his wireless operator 
into the Karcnni forests and, afier being 
close to death from thirst and starvation, 
lived to tell his sensitive and illuminating 
story.

Nothing is more futile than attempting 
to recount the plot of a farce, so I will 
metely indicate that this story depends for 
its fun upon the idea thac a preeocious 
ta-year-old girl involves her clder sister 
in an entanglement with a soldier she 
has never secn, by writing him a serics 
of Jove-letters in her sisters name. 
Around this flimsy skeleton is builr a 
passably amusing play, buttressed by the 
skilful performances of such expericnced 
players as Edward Arnold and the 
amusing Billy de Wolfe.

‘The folowing morning, H.E. Lord 
Mountbatten took the salute at a patade 
and inarch past of the Bikaner Army, 
This was a magnificently colourful sight 
which I shall never forget. ‘The Camel 
Corps, Cavalry, Bikaner Infantry, and 
the Mule Corps, all took part, the gallop

Tn the afternoon Lady Mounthatter 
made a tour of the hospitals, which were 
extremely well endowed and appeared 
to ylve confidence to the suffering by 
their very cleanliness und air of efficiency.

You should all have a battle of spiced 
prunes on your pantry shelf -Jovely with 
a meat coutse, Stew a pound of prunes 
in the usual manner with a quarter of 
a cup of sugar, half a sliced lemon and 
cinnamon, Now make a liquid con- 
sisting of a cup of sugar—brown if 
pormibie; halt a cup of vinegar, one 
lemon sliced and a few grains of salt.
